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WEEKLY REVIEW 


Government Releases All Goods Not Held Under Purchase 
Order—Tentative Prices on Tomatoes Raised to More 
Nearly Cost Figures—The Market Is Very Dull. 


Last week we missed the important announcement that 
the Government had withdrawn all bans upon the use of tin 
for canned foods purposes, thus releasing the packing of pork 
and beans, hominy and other such articles, which have been 
on the prohibited list. The copy of the announcement in- 
tended for us was lost in the mails, and as it was announced 
late in the week, was passed by us. It is one of the most im- 
portant rulings affecting the industry since the practical close 
of the war. And it but presages others of the same kind. 
This release of tin for foods is not only of immediate and direct 
interest because it permits a resumption of packing, but is of 
special importance because it indicates a freedom from re- 
straint in the canning of foods next season, and this question 
was far from a settled one a few weeks ago. In fact, it was 
the most worrying one facing the industry. This announce- 
ment clears it up and leaves the outlook for next season very 
bright. 

A very important announcement has just been sent to all 
canners of this section by the Quartermaster’s Department, 
under date of November 21. It reads:

Subject: Disposition of peas, corn, tomatoes and 
string beans on Army allotments for which purchase 
order has not been issued up to date.

1. You are hereby advised that you are uncon- 
ditionally released from furnishing any peas, corn, 
string beans or tomatoes to the Army on allotments 
from your 1918 pack, unless you have already re- 
ceived a Purchase Order covering all or any part of it. 
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2. If you have received a Purchase Order on any 
of the above items you will fill same.

This is the direct answer to the oft-repeated inquiry: 
“Now that the war is over will the Government release any 
of the goods held for it?” As you see, it says plainly that 
any goods now held for the Government, but on which you 
have not received the purchase order, are unconditionally 
released to you. Just what effect this will have upon the sup- 
ply in the market depends upon the amount of goods held, 
but not covered by purchase orders. It is not thought that 
the amount is large in any of the articles enumerated—peas, 
corn, string beans or tomatoes. We presume that this same 
action has been taken in all sections of the country, and we 
know that California has been so released in the matter of 
tomatoes. Practically all standard tomatoes in California 
had been commandeered by the Government, but now the Gov- 
ernment is permitting them to be sold to civilian trade. It is 
sincerely to be hoped that the action will be extended to fruits, 
as the market is practically without fruits owing to the heavy 
drafts of the Government. 


Right in line with this action comes the good.news that 


the Government has decided to advance the tentative prices 
allowed on tomatoes. This also is an eleventh-hour act, and 
we are, therefore, not able to give the full text and wording 
of this, but we can say that the new prices decided upon for 
tomatoes in the Maryland, Delaware and northern neck of 
Virginia district are as follows: No. 3 standard, $1.85; No. 2s, 
$1.25, and No. 10s, $5.55. For the New Jersey, New York 
State and Tennessee districts: No. 3 standard tomatoes, $1.75; 
No. 2s, $1.15, and No. 10s, $5.25. _ We have not the figures 
for the Ohio Valley and Indiana sections, but are given to 
understand that a substantial advance has likewise been 
granted in those sections. 


Immediately .the question will arise, what have they done 
with corn and peas, and string beans, and we regret that we can- 
not as satisfactorily answer; but can assure the interested ones 
that these staples have not been overlooked, but we have not the 
figures at hand at this closing hour. Again we remind our read- 
ers that all these prices are merely tentative; that is conditional 
prices, the final ones to be announced as soon as the Government 
accountants decide upon the cost of the goods. But these prices 
more nearly represent the cost of the goods to the sellers, and are 
therefore more equitable, whereas the former prics were an actual 
hadship upon the industry. No canner objects to the Govern- 
ment ascertaining costs and basing the final prices on that, but the 
allowance made in the past has been entirely too far below cost to 
be fair treatment. 

Reports are coming in that cantonments in remote districts 
are releasing supplies of canned foods and offering their stocks 
upon the markets. From those cantonments which will not be 
maintained or continued after the war we may expect some small 
quantities of the goods to be offered, but the total quantities will 
not be heavy. Other cantonments which will be continued as 
training camps for some years, at least, this will not take place. 
Nor do we expect to see the Government release any amount of 


goods now held in warehouses, as the demands from oversea will’ 


take all they now have, and probably call for more. 

The actual canned foods market is spoken of by sellers and 
traders as dead, and that no matter what the action on the part 
of the Government, it could not be made worse. Buyers are hold- 
ing off because of the uncertainty regarding the future; because 
they fear that prices are going to go much lower, and they do not 
wish to be caught with the goods, bought at high prices. This is 
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true not only of canned foods, but of all merchandise, and in all 
markets. There is a hesitation about all business where stocks 
of high-priced goods are concerned, because all men except to see 
the bubble burst in prices, and no one wishes to get caught. There 


‘is undoubtedly too much of this fear, or the fear is too great for 


the real danger, if any exists, we believe, but that does not pre- 
vent bad action upon the market and upon all trading. This fear 
will pass away, and business will boom as it has not boomed be 
fore. If the restrictions upon food prices were removed,, through 
the elimination of the Food Administration, prices would sky- 
rocket, we believe, as far’as canned foods are concerned. And 
the same effect would no doubt be experienced in all lines—with 
the sky as the limit on prices. This would not be good for busi- 
ness, for the fall from such inflated values would bring more 
trouble than the big prices would produce profit.

NOTES AND OBSERVATIONS 


The War Fund Drive—Baltimore did itself proud in the 
recent War Fund Drive for the seven combined organizations, 
going over the top with a practical 100 per cent oversubscrip- 
tion.

His country was indeed his idol, and he would 
serve his country with utter disregard to his own 
security; nor could the tenderest endearments of 
home and fireside dissuade him. His country’s call 
should fall on no unheeding ears. That rare and 
outstanding devotion to duty which he showed was 
born of the days of early youth. And that voice which 
spoke so meaningfully to his soul’s very depths was 
no unfamiliar voice, for often it had sounded whole- 
some counsels into his listening ears. His country 
had ever been a tender and solicitous mother, and 
he would be no recreant son. He answered the call 
to arms with decision and alertness and forthwith be- 
came a soldier of the newer crusade for God and for 
humanity. 

And new to our unwilling ears comes the news 
of his death upon the field of battle. Strange emo- 
tions move us—emotions of pity for his dear ones so / 
severely stricken, not unmixed with emotions of loft- 
iest admiration for the splendid American soldier 
awhose life and whose death were faithful to the 
noblest of our native traditions. 


Dying, Major Emory, patriot and soldier, leaves 
behind him-the-heritage of a name whose lustre will ~~ 


remain undimmed during long years to come and 
which will enrich the record of Maryland’s superb 


contribution to the war in which our hero gave up 
his life.

Clyde Kraut Plant Burned—The Clyde Kraut Company, of 
Clyde, O., suffered a serious loss by fire on Wednesday, No- 
vember 13, whe ntheir two-story-brick warehouse was burned 
down, including about 7,000 cases of canned kraut, several 
cars of empty cans, cases, labels, etc., besides their labeling, 
mailing and stenciling machines, trucks, etc. They estimate 
their total loss at from $40,000 to $45,000, fairly well cov- 
ered by insurance. In addition to this they lost the roof of 
the boiler house and the fire did some other damage to the 
factory. It will not discourage the kind of plucky men who 
are behind this firm, of whom W. W. Wilder is one of the 
hustlers.

_ Tomatoes—Since the armistice has been signed the buyers 
have shown a disposition to “retreat,” and the demand at present 
is rather light. The surplus of tomatoes in packers’ hands, how- 
ever, is not large, and packers who have good storage facilities are 
not at all concerned about the present dullness, as there is bound 
to be a good market later on. There are some packers, however, who 
are not equipped to winter their tomatoes, and are inclined tq make 
some concessions in order to clean out before freezing weather. It 
is for account of such packers that we can offer No. 1 tomatoes at 
8214c; 9s at $1.10; 2s at $1.35; 3s at $1.95 and 10s at $6.50 f. o. b. 
factory, separate shipment, under packers’ label. These are all 
strictly standard quality. 

Corn—There is not much corn unsold in packers’ hands. 
We have about 60 cases of “Blossom” brand, Maine style corn at 
$1.60 per dozen, f. o. b. factory. We can buy whole grain Evergreen 
corn at $1.70, standard Shoepeg at $1.80a1.85, and fancy Shoepeg, 
about 1,000 cases, at $2.00 per dozen, f. o. b. factory. 

Sweet Potatoes—This item has been somewhat neglected 
lately, but will come into its own later on. We can buy some strictly 
first-class quality sweet potatoes under packers’ labels at $1.45 for 
2s, and $1.95 for 3s, f. o. b. Peninsula.

No One Appears Anxious to Sell, Nor to Buy—Market Rem 
Firm—It Appears Sales Were Larger Than Supposed— 
Cheap Tomatoes Are Regarded With Suspicion—Full 
Standards Firm—Corn Prices Maintained—Pea 
Market Quiet—Picked Up in Passing.

New York. November 22, 1918. 

The Situation—While the trade is waiting for developments 
which are expected as a result of the coming of peace, none 
are offering goods under price because they fear difficulty in 
sales. In truth, it may be said that stocks are small in every- 
thing excepting tomatoes, and it is quite impossible to say how 
they will turn yet. If the Government releases any consider- 
able proportion of its holdings, the market will go down. If 
it does not, prices will remain where they are or go higher. In 
everything else suppl:es are so short that it will be quite im- 
possible to satisfy everybody unless some holders have more 
than now seems probable. The general tendency in the market 
is for all interests to hold firm, awaiting the outcome of pres- 
ent tendencies before they make many large offers of any- 
thing below quotations. It seems, too, that sales have been 
larger than was supposed while they were in progress. In- 
stead of having a surplus of a number of packs, they have 
barley sufficient to keep them going. The result is, therefore, 
to cause holders to retain their goods unless full outside prices 
are paid. Buyers are not showing much interest, preferring 
to await the tendencies now developing in the market. They 
fear that prices will change suddenly and that they will be 
left with high-priced goods on their hands. For this reason 
they are conservative in their operations and refuse to take 
hold, excepting under the most urgent necessity. As a rule, 
holders feel confident of the future and show no disposition 
to shade values for the purpose of starting business. They 
feel sure it will start anyway regardless of present circum- 
stances. ; 

Tomatoes—A slight weakness developed this week, though 
it is too small to make much difference in the general situa- 
tion. It is possible to buy No. 3s at $1.90 and a number have 
offered at $1.92%. Certain interests have warned against 
buying these goods without careful inspection. They say they 
have been rejected by the Government and are now offered 
below quotations for the purpose of clearing them out. The 
full standard No. 3 is held firmly at $2.00, and some are ask- 
ing as high as $2.10. They show no disposition to shade prices, 
either, and it seems that this will be the basis upon which 
all operations will be carried on until the Government an- 
nounces its policy with reference to the stocks it comman- 
deered. For No. 2s $1.35a1.45 is quoted, while No. 10s are 
held steadily up to $6.50a7.00. Not many are sold at the out- 
side figure, but the inside figure fails to interest holders. The 
total pack is estimated by some interests at 20,000,000 cases, 
but others say that a little more than 18,000,000 is nearer 
right. Buying on the spot is small, with not many holders 
showing any anx.ety about disposing of their stocks. Buyers 
seem confident that they will be able to get all the goods they 
want later, though some think that the Governmen will dis- 
tribute some of its holdings among the people now in need 
of food: Furthermore, the army of occupation and the army 
to be maintained in this country are both unknown. features 
as yet. But many are of the opinion that some goods will be 
released before very long. 

‘Corn—New York standards are quoted around $1.85, with 
fancy et $1.95, but w.th little business. The total pack is too 
uncertain to allow much trading, excepting in small lots. Nearly 
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all holders are certain that they will have ample demand for 
all their stocks, and they show no disposition to seel out now. 
Maine standards are held at $1.85a1.95, and fancy is firm at 
$2.25. Conditions are unchanged in the main. How large the 
stock is no one can say. Southern stock is quoted at $1.75 
for standards, but movement is light and very little is offered. 
Holders seem to be firm in their views, and buyers are not 
yet ready for heavy operations. For Western stock around . 
$1.75 is the asking price, but it is said that some could be 
bought for $1.65. Not much movement is reported. 


Peas—The market is quiet this week, with sales confined 
to actual requirements of small buyers. Holders show little 
disposition to urge sales, while buyers are equally conserva- 
tive. Standard early Junes are quoted up to $1.75, while 
sifted are held steadily at $1.90, and extra sifted at $2.15. 
Petit Pois are up to $2.50. State Alaskas are held at $2.15 
for No. 2s and $1.90 for No. 3s, with $1.60 quoted for No. 4s 
and $1.45 for No. 5s. Buying in these is light. 


Pumpkins—A good deal of inquiry has developed for pump- 
kin in several quarters. For No. 3s $1.50 is asked, and for 
No. 10s the price is $4.50. Movement has slowed up a trifle 
lately, though the business now done is fair and would be 
better if buyers could be sure they were to get the goods. 

Fruits—The market is on a nominal basis. No offerings 
are reported, and holders are not anxious to see their stocks 
go out. They are fearful of shortages which will leave them 
without anything in the days to come. Movement seems to 
be confined to the requirements of immediate purchasers, while 
in some instances conditions offer no encouragement for trad- 
ing. As a whole, the market is on a firm basis, but with no 
business prices are no more than suggestive of what might 
be paid if the stock were available. It is certain that no limit 
to the amount of sales would be seen if the stock were only 
here. 

Apples—aA little activity was noted this week in offerings 
of a little stock from nearby canners. Prices were about as 
previously quoted, with New York State pack up to $5.00 for 
No. 10s; Maine, $4.50, and Pennsylvania, $4.75. Holders are 
not especially anxious sellers, though, as said before, they 
are offering some New York pack; nor are buyers particularly 
interested at the moment. 

Peaches—Conditions are unchanged. The amount avail- 
able is small and few holders are scarcely interested in the 
offers they get now and then. It would be possible to sell a 
great many more than are available if stock could be procured. 
As it is, small sales in broken lots are about all the movement 
reported. 

Berries—Considerable inquiry is noted for berries from 
time to time, but the supply was never shorter than at present, 
and holders have so few that it is safe to say that practically 
everything is out of first hands. Second hands do not want 
much business. They feel sure they will be able to get more 
for their stocks later than the trade will pay now. They 
prefer conservative business for the time. 

Salmon—lIt is reported that the Government has piaced 
orders for $7,000,000 worth of salmon during the week. Frices 
are not yet determined, but the tentative quotation is $7.75 
for No. 1 reds and $6.00 for No. 1 pinks, based on the case, 
not the dozen, as a unit. These figures are subject to revision 
when the.exact costs for packing are made known. The trade 
is awaiting the arrival of commercial goods, which are very 
slow in coming. It is certain that if the price limit established 
by the Government were removed the figures would mount 
very rapidly since European nations are looking for supplies 
and sufficient orders are in hand to clear out the market, if 
the. stock could be obtained at any figure. But the future no 
man can predict. Spot business is proceeding very cautiously 
at previous range of values. 

Sardines—Reports from Maine indicate a little better con- 
dition than has been stated. It is said that the run of fish 
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pack toward the last picked up. But what proportion of a 
full pack has been preserved it is still impossible to estimate 
with any degree of accuracy. Some believe that it will be 
found as large as ever when the final figures are in, while 
others say considerable reduction has followed the conditions 
which have governed all the year. 


Picked Up in Passing. 


The Government has placed an order through the subsist- 
ence department of the Army for $7,000,000 worth of salmon. 
While prices have not been definitely fixed since costs have 
not yet been accurately determined the figures tentatively al- 
lowed at $7.75 for red and $6.00 for pinks, for the case, not 
per dozen. 

Corn prices are about the same as they have been, with 
New York State standards quoted at $1.85a1.95, fancy $1.95a 
$2.00. Maine standard is not much wanted and is held at 
$1.90a1.95, while fancp is quoted firm at $2.25, with little 
movement. . 

New York State No. 10 apples are in demand at $5.00 
quoted. Shortage of supplies prevents active business. The 
conditions in the packing centers are not known, though it is 
understood that they are by no means as favorable as holders 
and sellers would be glad to see. 


Tomatoes have weakened somewhat during the week through 
the low-priced ones, like those selling at $1.90, or thereabouts, 
are understood to be of questionable quality. Some say they 
are those which the Government inspectors have rejected. 
Some sales were reported at $1.92%, but the bulk of the 
holders are still asking $2.00a2.10 for their stock, and until 
the situation clears they do not propose to weaken in really 
desirable goods. 

Retailers have shown a shade more interest this week, 
though their sales have not yet become important. They are 
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late in the season was better than it was earlier, and that the 
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getting ready for the enlarged business which they expect 
around the holidays. Their Thanksgiving business has not 
been much larger than ordinary trade, but they hope to see 


some revival by the holidays. Unti Ithey see it, however, they 
are likely to operate very conservatively. 


Canadian canners will shortly be ready to name prices on 
1918 pumpkin. One hundred per cent delivery is expected 
at prices which will range below last season. Some independ- 
ent packers have already named $1.25 for No. 2%s, but the 
association is expected to name an even better price. The 
price last year was around $2.00. 

New prices are shortly to be made by Canadian canners 
for No. 10 apples. What the figures will be is not stated, 
but some hope to see them go below last year. The demand 


for apples is expected to be heavy this year because of the 
scarcity of dried fruit. 


The United States Senate now has two canners in its mem- 
bership. New York friends of both men have congratulated 
them upon their election, and they look forward to steadying 
action from them in case anything is started which may affect 
the canners. Bert M. Fernald was returned from Maine. His 
work during his first term is too well known among packers 
to require explanation. Asa Bennett, president of the Bennett 
Canning Company, Frankfort, Del., was elected in Delaware. 
Mr. Bennett is vice-president of the Tri-State Packers’ Asso- 
ciation. He is one of those canners who believes in putting 
up only the best goods, and his growing business testifies to 
the appreciation in which his product is held by the trade. 
W.th two such men in the Senate the canning industry is not 
likely to be unjustly attacked without a vigorous protest. 

The conditions under which the canned goods business 
finds itself now can hardly be realized. If the Food Adminis- 
tration should take off the lid, prices would shoot skyward 
because of the great demand from Europe. During the past

A Word of the War and Its Ending—Government Selling Some 
Goods Held at Cantonments—Some High Prices Put On 
These Goods—A Word of the Western Convention— 
Looking for Bargains in Peas. 

Reported by Telegraph. 


Chicago, November 22, 1918: 

Excitement Subsided—The “noisy acclaim’ of the hoi- 
poiloi” at the conclusion of the big war and the big victory has 
passed along and we have just begun to understand and appreciate 
the extent of the stride forward taken by our country. 

We now realize the enormity of the tumble of the Prussian 
system which has literally crumbled to pieces, and the further fact 
that the great ideal of unselfish determination, on the part of the 
United States, to forever blot out autocracy and tyranous methods 
of government and establish a permanent and lasting world’s peace, 
was really the paramount influence that won the war; for it per- 
meated the lives and minds of our enemies and started the spirit 
of revolt among their civilians and soldiers. 

President Wilson’s slogan, “Make the world safe for democ- 
racy,” did more to win the war than a great big army, and in that 
respect was like on a larger scale the influence of Roderick Duh, 
the Scottish chieftain, of whom it was written by Scott: 

“Oh! where was Roderick then? 
One blast upon his bugle horn 
Were worth a thousand men.” 

Our grocers and brokers and canners are now seriously consid- 
ering the problem of business reorganization upon a peace basis, and 
policies of adaptation to new conditions. 

It is apparent that the Quartermaster’s Department of the 
United States has on hand a superabundance of supplies in canned 
foods at some localities, and that instructions have been issued from 
Washington to discontinue buying and to sell off surplus-goods. In 
fact, one of the big cantonments has had an officer in Chicago this 
week offering to the wholesale grocers a list of several thousand 
cases of goods (probably five thousand cases in all), proposing to 
sell them. 

The officer had carefully consulted some good advisor, however, 
and his prices affixed to his offerings were the very top of the mar- 
ket, high enough, in fact, to have a charge against Uncle Sam of 
profiteering. 

For illustration, the officer was asking $3.15 for a car of canned 
pineapple which could not have cost the Government more than 
$2.10 delivered at the cantonment. 

The disposition of the dealers seemed to be to help the Govern- 
ment realize all possible for the goods as a matter of patriotic pro- 
tection to the public pocketbook. Why shouldn’t they? 

We will all have to pay the expenses and losses of this war in 
taxes; in fact, every dollar invested by the public in bonds to help 
win the war is, to a greater or less extent, a donation rather than 
an investment, because though the holder will get back his money, 
with interest eventually, still the holder will furnish to the Gov- 
ernment in various forms of taxation the money with which his 
bonds will be paid. :

_A new speaker appeared at this meeting, one whom the canners 
have never before heard—F. Edson White, Vice-President of Armour 
& Co., Chicago. He is an able man and speaks with ease and grace 
and commands a fine vocabulary. He will be wanted upon the pro- 
grams of future conventions. His address was brief, but thoughtful 
and tactful, and yet candid and convincing. 

President Burden and Secretary Gorrell made addresses in every 
way creditable to themselves and the National Canners’ Association,: 
and Mr. John F. Connor, counsel for the New York Canners’ Asso- 
ciation, made a fine address replete with interest and value. 

The convention was eloquently welcomed by Lucius Teter, Presi- 
dent Chicago Association of Commerce, and the invocation at the 
opening of the convention by Rev. Perry J. Rise; of Chicago, was 
said by many to have been heart-searching and soul-stirring. 

Why should I further comment on the convention, however, 
when this paper will doubtless place its proceedings before its 
readers in this and succeeding issues? 

’ Canned Tomatoes—No offering from the Central West is 
noted and buyers do not appear to be interested in Eastern prices— 
“Statu quo.” 

Canned Corn—I hear that the Government is disposed to 
release some contracts for certain contonments, but only in a limited 
way, from points where freights are high and qualities not of the 
finest. Market entirely nominal. 

Canned Peas—The Wisconsin Pea Canners’ Convention will 
be held next week (or, rather, this week), November 25, 26, 27— 
and a good attendance is predicted. 

Bargains in cheap peas are being sought for, but are hard to 
find. Maybe the canners or holders will “loosen up” after the con- 
vention and give brokers some peas to sell. At present offerings are 
few and undesirable. 

Canned Kraut—This article is quiet and there are more 
sellers than buyers. 

There is a good demand for bulk krout (barrels) from canners, 
but they are “choosy” as to quality and hard to please as to price. 
I hear of $1.25 cannery for No. 3 fancy kraut as about the lowest 
offering for that quality. 

Canned Sweet Potatoes—I had a letter from a sweet potato 
packer from the South objecting to my criticism of “some packers” 
in that locality without naming them, and—— Well, if I was to 
name them, I would get myself and this paper in a*row, and life 
is too short. 

Don’t suppose for a minute, however, that I am not amply pre 
pared with the proof of any important statement I make. 

You will remember that Sam Jones, the evangelist, said: “If 
you throw a rock in the dark and hear a yelp, you will know that 
you hit something.” 

Those who don’t get hit need not yelp. Those who do get hit, 
should not be in the way when I am throwing rocks. 
~ There is not much disposition to buy at present prices. 

Canned Spinach—The demand is closed for a while and 
until jobbers have had time to distribute their holdings. 


Futures—Some interest is being taken in canned foods 
futures. 


The Government don’t allow any futures to be bought or sold 
until February Ist, I believe, but that don’t prevent canners from 
making “mental reservation” of part of their 1919 pack for the use 
of their best customers, and I hear that some such mental process

Market Very Quiet and Trading Dull—Tomato Canning Ends— 
Olive Pack Will Be Light—Apple Crop Smaller 
Than Usual—Coast Notes. 


Reported by Telegraph. 


San Francisco, Cal., November 22, 1918. 

Trading Dull—Trading in California canned products is 
exceedingly limited at the present time, and between the peace 
celebration and the fight against the Spanish “‘flu’’ business 
has almost been lost sight of. *Canners generally have sold up 
as closely as they have dared to, reserving all that the Gov- 
ernment has asked for, but since the signing of the armistice 
in Europe there has been much speculation as to whether or 
not there would soon be increased quantities released for the 
civilian trade. There is much complaint on the part of the 
smaller packers that practically all of their output has been 
commandeered by the Government, that shipping instructions 
are very slow in coming in and that payments are still slower. 
They complain that the advantage is all with the big firms 
which have strong financial backing, and welcome the sug- 
gestion that they may be permitted to sell increased quantities 
of goods on the outside, now that the war is virtually over. 


Tomato Canning Ends—Light rains have again visited Cal- 
ifornia, and these, combined with cooler weather, have about 
brought the packing of tomatoes to an end. A few canneries 
are still operating in a desultory way, but what they can put 
up between now and the closing date will have no bearing on 
the general situation. While the pack will be larger than 
seemed likely. when the season opened, it will fall far short 
of early estimates, based on acreage. There is a possibility 
that the surplus, after the Government takes its toll, will be 
greater than the requirements of the Pacific Coast territory, 
and that packers may rescind their plans to sell only for dis- 
tribution in this field. 


Olives—The olive-picking season has opened, and reports 
are that conditions are much better in Northern and Central 
California than they are in the southern part of the State. 
The crop will be a ligh one, however, the yield being about 
65 per cent of the normal. Even with the light crop there 
is difficulty in getting sufficient labor, and orchard costs are 
higher than ever before. Olive prices have opened very high, 
the Heinz Company offering from $100 to $300 a ton for mis- 
sions in the Corning district, while queens are selling at from 
$300 to $375 a ton. In the Tulare county district the crop 
of manzanillas is light, but growers declare that they will 
average $180 a ton for their crops, orchard run. Prices on 
the canned article have not been announced, but must of neces- 
sity be very high, judging from the cost of the fruit at the 
orchards. 

Apples Light—The apple crop on the Pacific Coast is much 
lighter this year than last, the falling off ranging from about 
5 per cent, in Oregon, Washington and California, to 20 per 
cent in Utah and 85 per cent in Idaho. Canning operations 
have commenced in California, and the output is expected to 
be about the same as usual. But a limited number of firms 
operate on apples and the pack varies less from year to year 
than is true in regard to other fruits. 

Coast Notes—A whaling station has been established at 
Monterey, Cal., and plans have been made to place canned 
whale meat on the market. Fresh whale meat was introduced 
into the San Francisco market a pear ago, with considerable 
success. 

The Sunical Packing Company, of Oroville, Cal., has added 
canned pumpkin to its list of products this year, and will 
further extend the list next season, so as to operate prac- 
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tically the entire year. Efforts are now being made to sign. 
up a large tomato acreage for the season of 1919. 

The Santa Cruz Canning Corporation, of San Francisco and. 
Santa Cruz, has leased several large buildings in the latter 


city and will install a large fish-canning plant. Alfred Gabriel- 
son is head of the concern. 


The Lodi Canning Company, Ltd., Lodi, Cal., has been 
granted authority to issue stock to the value of $25,000 to O. 
A. Harlan in cancellation of an indebtedness in this sum. 


The California Packing Corporation, with headquarters at 
San Francisco, has absorbed the Golden State Canning Com- 
pany, of Ontario, Cal., with its several branches. J. F. Lobin-: 
gier, president of the Golden State Canning Company, will be. 
given general supervision of the interests of the San Francisco. 
concern in the southern part of the State, and for the present. 
no changes will be made in the management of the different: 
units. The merger includes plants at Ontario, Cucamonga, ' 
Hemet, Pomona and Kingsburg.

The Conniff Cannery, at Mountain View, Cal., ‘ 
purchased by the T. M. T. O. Company, a Japanese concern, and’ 
C. 8. Servians, of Oakland, has been made manager. The new. 
owners plan to increase the capacity about three-fold, and in 
the future will handle spinach, beets, beans and peas, in ad- 
dition to tomatoes. Henry Conniff, former manager, who was 
formerly in the salmon-canning business in Alaska, plans to 
return to the Far North to take up work of this kind next 
season. 

Plans are being made for the construction of an an addi- 
tion 150 by 200 feet in size to the plant of the Rio Vista Can- 
nery, at Rio Vista, Cal., the new structure to be of reinforced 
concrete. Forty modern bungalows, a ball park and general 
athletic field are among the other improvements planned for 
next season. 


The Sunshine Packing Company ,of California, has been 
incorporated at San Francisco, Cal., with a capital stock of 
$50,000 by Albert Menist, John Menist, Jr., 8S. S. Atkins, G. 


Gunzendorfer and L. H. Shapiro. The erection of a cannery 
is planned. 


The Frank B. Peterson Company, wholesale grocers and 
salmon canners, has moved to a permanent home at Spear and 
Harrison streets, San Francisco, where it has the advantage 
of both rail and water connections. This. concern was estab- 
lished in 1887, and until. the, great. fire of 1906 was located 
at 30 California street. In 1907 it opened. for business again 
in this city, at 67.Main street, remaining, there until the pres- 
ent change. This concern operates three salmon canneries 
in Alaska and sells the output through its extensive wholesale 
business.

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A WONDERFUL PROPHECY. 
GREAT WAR EVENTS FORETOLD BY MONK ABOUT 
400 YEARS AGO. 


(Note—We make no apology for publishing in these columns 
what appears io be the most wonderful prophecy in connection 
with the great war. It is given, word for word, as handed down 
by the authority of the first publisher. So many of its predictions, 
made 400 year’ ago, have come to pass that it will astound you, 
as it did us. We merely wish to record it, believing you will be 
glad to have a copy.) 


Some time ago there was published in the columns of the 
London Evening Standard a part of a strange prophecy sup- 
posed to have come from the pen of a certain Johannes, who 
lived in the sixteenth century, in which the present war is 
predicted and the result foretold. The prophecy created such 
an impression that many readers of the Standard were anxious 
to know more about its author, and the paper accordingly pub- 
lished what little was known. 

Below is given an extract from the Evening Standard, 
which includes the full text of the prophecy as well as some 
information about the original Latin writing. In deciphering 
the alegory it should be remembered that France is repre- 
sented by a cock, England by a leopard, Russia by a white 
eagle, Germany by a black eagle and Austria by the “other 
eagle.” While the lamb stands for justice, mercy and truth. 

The Latin original of the prophecy was found among the 
papers of the late Adrein Pelladan, author of a work in three 
volumes on ‘“Prophesies,”” and editor of a review named ‘‘The 
Annals of the Supernatural,” by his son, who had it translated 
into French and published in the columns of the Figaro. 

‘As to the man himself, little can be gleaned of his biog- 
raphy save meager facts given by M. Paledan. 

According to him, his father came into possession of the 
manuscript through a monk of Saint Mickel de Frigolet, near 
Tarascon, who, in turn, received it from an Abbe Doaat, 
learned priest, who died at a very great age. M. Peladan, the 
son of a deep student of all matters appertaining to theology, 
found the manuscript in 1890, on the death of his father, 
among a mass of other papers dealing with the gift of prophetic 
vision. 

Although, even at that time, he was startled by the ex- 
traordinary vividness of the picture drawn by Brother Jo- 
hannes, he never thought of it again until the entrance of 
England into thé present struggle récalled to his mind “the 
leopard and his claws.” 

He discovered the prophecy and the wonderful accuracy 
of the description of the battling nations led him to translate it. 

M. Peladan believes Brother Johannes to have been a 
French monk who lived and wrote in the sixteenth céntury. 

Following is the full text of the prophecy, the first 17 para- 
graphs now being included for the first time. 

1. Several times has one seemed to recognize him, because 
all the slayers of the lamb resemble each other and all the 
wicked are the precursors of the Great Wicked One. 

2. Veritable anti-Christ will be one of the monarchs of 
his time. A son of Luther, he will invoke Goé and call himself 
His messenger. 

3. The prince of lies will swear by the Bible; he will call 
himself the arm of the Most High, chastening corrupted people. 

4. He will have only one arm, but his innumerable armies, 
who will take as their motto “God is with us,’”’ will seem like 
infernal legioiis. 

5. For a long titié hé will act by ruse ana treason, his 
Spies will spread all over the éarth, and he will be the master 
of the secrets of those in power. 

6. He will have theologians in his pay to certify and prove 
his celestial miasion. 

’ 7. A war will furnlish him with the reason for lifting the 
Mask. It will not be one which he will make against the 
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French monarch, but another which will be easily recognized 
by the fact that in two weeks’ time it will have become uni- 
versal. 

8. It will call to arms all Christians, all Mohamedans and 
even other very distant people. Armies will be formed in the 
four parts of the world. 

9. For men’s eyes will be opened by angels, and in the 
third week they will understand that this is the anti-Christ, 
and that they will all become slaves, if they do not trample 
down this conquering one. 

10. The anti-Christ will be recognized by several marks; 
he will chiefly massacre priests, monks, women, children and 
old people. He will show no mercy; he will pass along hold- 
ing a torch like the barbarians, but invoking the same of 
Christ. 

11. His false words will resemble those of Christians, but 
bis acts will be those of Nero and the Roman persecutors; 
there will be an eagle in his coat-of-arms, and there will also 
be one in that of his confederate, the other wicked monarch. 


12. But this one is a Christian, and he will die cursed by 
the Pope Benedictus, who will be elected at the beginning of 
the reign of the anti-Christ. 

13. Priests and monks will no longer be seen confessing 
and absolving the combatants, because for the first time priests 
and monks will fight with the other citizens, and also because 
Pope Benedictus, having cursed the anti-Christ, it will be pre- 
claimed that all those who wage war against him will be in a 
state of grace and, should they die, will, like martyrs, go 
straight to heaven. 

14. The pope’s “bull,” proclaiming these things, will make 
a great sensation and will cause the death of the monarch, 
the anti-Christ’s ally. 

15. In order to conquer the anti-Christ, more men will be 
killed than Rome has ever held. It will require an effort from 
all lands, for the cock, the leopard and the white eagle would 
not suffice to overcome the black eagle if they were not helped 
by the prayers and devotion of all the human race. 

16. Never before has humanity been in such peril, for the 
triumph of the anti-Christ would be that of the demon in 
whom he is incarnated. ; 

17. For it has been said that 20 centuries after the incar- 
nation of the world the best in his turn would be incarnated, 
and would threaten the earth with as many evils as the divine 
incarnation has brought it graces. 


18. Near the year 2000 the anti-Christ will appear; his 
army will surpass in numbers anything heretofore imagined; 
there ‘will be Christians amongst his hordes, and amongst the 
defenders of the lamb there will be Mohamedans and savage 
tribes. 

19. For the first time the lamb will be entirely red, in the 
whole of the Christian world there will not be a space that 
will not be red; and the heavens, the earth, the water and even 
the air will be red, for blood will flow in the sphere of the 
four elements at the same time. 


20. The black eagle will throw itself upon the cock, which 
will lose many of its feathers, but will strike heroically with 
its spur. It would be soon annihilated were it not for the 
help of the leopard and its claws. 

21. The black eagle, which will come from the land of 
Luther, will surprise the cock by another side and will invade 
one-half of the land of the cock. 


22. The white eagle, which will come from the north, will 
surprise the black eagle and the other eagle, and will com- 
pletely invade the land-of the anti-Christ from one end to 
the other. 

23. The black eagle will be forced to leave the cock to 
fight the white eagle, and the cock will pursue the black eagle 


into the land of the anti-Christ to help the white eagle. 


24. The battles waged until then will be small in com- 
parison to those that will take place in the land of Luther, 
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their burners on the impious land (image taken from the 
Apocalypse), which will mean the lamb will order the exter- 
mination of the anti-Christ. 

25. When the beast sees that he is lost, he will become 
furious; during months the beak of the white eagle, the claws 
of the leopard and the spurs of the cock must harass him. 

26. Rivers will be crossed over masses of dead bodies, 
which in some cases will change the course of the waters. 
Only noblemen, superior officers and princes will receive burial, 
for to the carnage caused by firearms will be added those who 
perish by famine and plague. 

27. The anti-Christ will several times ask for peace, but 
the seven angels who precede the three animal defenders of 
the lamb has declared that victory shall only be accorded on 
the condition that the anti-Christ be crushed like a straw on 
the threshing floor. 

28. Executors of the lamb’s justice, these three animals 
cannot stop fighting as long as any soldiers remain to the 
anti-Christ. 

29. The reason the sentence of the lamb is so implacable 
is that the anti-Christ has pretended to be a Christian and to 
be acting in His Name, so that if he did not perish the fruit 
of the redemption would be lost and the gates of hell would 
prevail against the Saviour. 

30. It will be seen that it is not a human anti-Christ who 
forgets his arms. Three animals, defenders of the lamb, will 
exterminate the anti-Christ’s last army, but the battlefield will 
become as an altar of sacrifice, larger than the greatest cities 
and the corpses will have changed its shape by raising it in 
mounds. 

31. The anti-Christ will lose his crown and will die de- 
mented and alone. His empire will be divided into 22 states, 
but none will have a royal house, an army or vessels. 

32. The white eagle, by Michael’s order, will drive the 
Crescent from Europe, where only Christians will remain; will 
occupy Constantinople. 

33. When an era of peace and prosperity will commence 
for all the universe, and there will be no more war, each na- 
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because the seven angels will at the same time pour fires from — 


tion being governed according to its wish and living in justice. 

34. There will be no more Schismatics. The lamb will 
reign and the joys of humanity will commence. Happy those 
who, escaping from the perils of the prodigious time, can taste 
of its fruits, which will be the reign of the Eternal Spirit and 


the sanctification of humanity, only to be achieved by the de- 
feat of the anti-Christ. 


ZONING SYSTEM SAVING MILLIONS. 


Estimates made earlier in the fuel year, that approximately 
160,000,000 car miles would be saved in the coal year through 
the operation of the zone system for the distribution of bitu- 


munious coal, are being fully realized, it was announced by 
the United States Fuel Administration. 


This system, made possible through the close cooperation 
of the United States Railroad Administration with the Fuel 
Administration, has had a large share in bringing the nation’s 
supply of bituminous coal to its present proportions, which, 
with patriotic economy, will be sufficient for the winter’s re- 
quirements. 

This method of distribution was established so that the 
coal supply of all sections of the country should normally be 
derived from mines relatively near, thus preventing abnormal 
and wasteful transportation movements, and insuring more 
equal distribution of cars to the mines and the more steady 
employment of mine labor. 

Early estimates were that the movement of bituminous 
coal affected by the zone system would involve about 300,000,- 
000 tons, or 60 per cent of the total production. The latest 
figures show that 368,858,000 net tons of this kind of coal 


‘have been produced and delivered since April 1, 60 per cent 


of which is affected by the zone system. 


These later figures show that even more than the originally 
estimated 160,000,000 car miles will be saved in round trips 
to and from the mines and that considerably more than the 
300,000 additional trips, which the saving in car miles would 
effect, will be made. Exact figures have not been compiled, 
but the early estimate allowed for the 300,000 additional trips 
being the equivalent of 5 per cent increase in the production.

“The Sun” gave an extended account of him as a 
soldier, and we deem it worthy of reproduction. 


Major German H. H. Emory was killéd in action in France 
on November 1, according to information received by his 
family and friends. No details were given, and it is not known 
upon what part of the battle line he met his soldier’s death. 
But a delayed dispatch received by Thé Sun from Frank R. 
Kent, managing editor of the paper, who has been in France, 
stated that he had heard from Capt. Philip Harrison and Lieut. 
David Ridgely that Major Emory’s division had been in the 
hard fighting north of Verdon, and that he then was well. 


Major Emory was one of Baltimore’s chevaliers, one of the 
knightliest of her sons to go forth to battle for justice and 
civilization. No man left civil life to enter the Army with 
a deeper, more profound sense of the right of the cause for 
which this country warred, or wtih a more compelling sense 
of his personal obligation to help carry the burden. Those 
who knew him well know that it was no bohisyh craving for 
adventure which took him into the Army, but a conception 
of duty which was as fine, clear and high as ever stirred the 
heart of a patriot. 


Started in the War Early. 


He was one of the first to go from Baltimore, having ap- 
pl-ed for the first officers’ training camp at Fort Myer as soon 
as the authorities were ready to receive applications and hav- 
ing been accepted for immediaté training. He gave up as 
much as any man could. Although then 35 years of age, and 
beyond the expected draft age, and also beyond the age of 
the vast majority of the men who applied for the Fort Myer. 
camp, Major Emory broke the ties which bound him to a wife 
and three small children and surrendered probably the most 
lucrative law practice enjoyed by any lawyer of his age in 
Baltimore. And he asked no favors, did not set himself up 
as a man of special ability and equipment, who should be given 
position of distinction. He went into the Fort Myer camp upon 
an exactly even basis with scores of boys in their twenties, most 
of whom were without any advantages other than general edu- 
cation and good physical condition. He took his chances with 
them of coming out of the camp as a second lieutenant or even 
of being rejected. 


His Financial Sacrifice. 


He entered the camp against the advice, in fact against 
the protest, of many of his friends. He was told that no obli- 
gation rested upon a married man of his years, with a family 
of young children, to enter the service—that the Government 
did not expect that, and the necessities of the situation did 
not demand it. Especially was he free of duty to enter the 
camp, some of his friends told him, because in his law practice 
he aided in the maintenance of the business structure, so essen- 
tial as a basis for war activities. But while he listened care- 
fully to such advice and such protests, he did not falter in his 
determination. 

His view was that he was in honor bound to offer for the 
Army because he had been one of the advocates of war; that 
his acts must support his words, apart from the call of the 
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country’s cause. In the days before Germany broke her prom- 
ise to stop unrestricted submarine warfare, he held the opinion 
that the Allies were fighting the cause of civilization. When 
Germany repudiated her pledge to President Wilson he became 
one of the most vigorous and outspoken of the war party. 
All during the time when President Wilson was considering 
his course Major Emory was almost at fever heat. 

Upon the memorable night, early in April, 1917, when the 
Senators whom the President described as the “willful twelve” 
blocked a vote on the armed neutrality resolution, by filibus- 
tering all night and until Congress adjourned sine die, Major 
Emory’s interest became so intense that he left Baltimore for 
Washington at 2 o’clock in the morning. Again, a few days 
later, when the President went to Congress and asked for a 
declaration of war against Germany, Mr. Emory was one of 
the Baltimoreans who went to the Capital and stayed there 
until the words had fallen from the President’s lips. 


Strong Domestic Ties. 


Those who read the letters he wrote The Sun from the 
Fort Myer camp, entitled “Reports from a Rookie,” will un- 
derstand the price he paid in answering his sense of duty. 
Mingled with the brave and cheery humor of his view of the 
camp were evidences of suffering in leaving his family. Once 
he mentioned almost casually the nights when a man laid 
awake and pondered where lay true duty, whether at home or 
in the service, and of “the frightful doubts,’ which passed 
away, however, with the coming of morning and the turning 
out for training of the splendid youth about him, who were 
offering all to their countrp. 

Major Emory was one of the few men who came out of 
the first Fort Myer camp with a captaincy. He was ordered 
to Camp Lee, near Petersburg, where he spent nearly a year. 
Mrs. Emory and the children took an apartment in Petersburg, 
and had last winter with him. While at Camp Lee he was 
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promoted to major. In the late spring, when the War Depart- 
ment was rushing troops to France to help stem German drives, 
his contingent was sent over. He had written home frequently 
after his arrival in France, and some of his letters told of the 
most strenuous training. The last letters received by his fam- 


ily and friends were dated around October 20 and 21. They 
reached Baltimore a few days ago. 


Won Immediate Success. 


Major Emory was born in Baltimore 36 years ago, the son 
of the late William H. Emory and Mrs. Emory, of “Grey Rock,” 
Baltimore county, and the grandson of the late German H. 
Hunt. He was educated at schools in Baltimore, and at the 
Hill School, near Pottstown, Pa., and then entered the law 


school of the University of Maryland. He was graduated from 
that institution before reaching 21 years of age. He had 
immediate success at the bar, and for a time was Assistant 
City Solicitor. About eight years ago he formed a partnership 
with Morris A. Soper, now chief judge of the Supreme Bench 
of Baltimore City. When Judge Soper went on the bench, 
Major Emory became a member of the firm of Frank, Emory 
& Beeuwkes, his associates being Eli Frank, at present counsel 
to the Exchange, and C. John Beeuwkes. 


Declined Judgeship Nomination. 


Major Emory was offered the Democratic nomination for 
judge of the Supreme Court last year; at least, he was offered 
the support of the Democratic leaders, which was equivalent 
to nomination. And he was called upon by a delegation of 
leading Democratic lawyers, and asked to take the nomina- 
tion. He had entertained for several years an ambition to 
go on the bench, but he declined to become a candidate, stat- 
ing to the lawyers who called on him that he expected to enter 
the Army. That was at the time when he had applied for the 
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Fort Myer camp, and was awaiting the action of the military 
authorities upon his application. 
Major Emory’s wife was Miss Lucy S. Stump, a daughter 


of Mrs. A. Hamilton Stump. She survives him, with their three 
children, German H. H., Jr., Richard and Morris Soper Emory. 


Mrs. Emory and the children have been spending the fall with 
her sister, Mrs. William L. Rawls, 48 West Biddle street. Be- 
sides his wife and children, Major Emory is survived by his 


mother; two brothers, William H. Emory and John Brooks 
Emory, and three sisters, Miss Laura Hunt Emory, Mrs. Wil- 
liam Westervelt and Mrs. S. Proctor Brady.” 


Here was a man who practiced what he preached; 


who backed up his words with deeds—and the world may 
well be proud of him. 


DEATH OF JOHN E. SCHENCK. 


As the early morning rays came through the windows of 
his apartment at the Marseilles Hotel, New York City, Tues- 


day, November 12, the spirit of John E. Schenck passed out 
over the big divide. Mr. Schenck’s illness covered a period 


of only five days. He was taken ill, but it was not thought 
seriously, on Thursday of the week previous. Medical attend- 


- ance was secured at once, but the dreaded influenza, followed 
by complications and pneumonia, had taken persistent and un- 


yielding hold of his sturdy frame, and the physical strength 
was not equal to the struggle. 


John E. Schenck was born at Bridgeton, N. J., in 1863, and 
was educated in the local public schools and the South Jersey 
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Academy, also located at Bridgeton. After graduation he en- 
tered the services of the Ferracute Machine Co., where he de- 
veloped exceptional mechanical skill. 


' He resigned his position to accept an offer from the Seam- 
less Metalware Co., at Ossining, N. Y. Shortly after this his 
ability attracted the attention of Libby, McNeill & Libby, and 
he was engaged to manage their @an and machinery depart- 
ment. Shortly after the organization of the American Can Co. 
he entered the employ of that concern, where he held various 
important positions until, at the date of his death, he was 
ably filling the position of superintendent of manufacture. 

Mr. Schenck was married twice. By his first wife, who died 
a number of years ago, he had two children (Mrs. A. G. Burke, 
of Providence, R. I., and Sergeant Eugene Schenck, of the 
Chemical Warfare Service). Less than a year ago he married 
his second wife, Miss Mae Sweeney, who, with the children by 
his former wife, survive him. 

The funeral services were held at Campbells Funeral 
Church, at Broadway and 66th street, on Thursday evening, 


November 14. Rev. Dr, Nathan Seagle officiated. Practically 
every department of the American Can Co. was represented 
among the mourners. The remains were taken to his old home 
at Bridghton for interment. 

Good old John Schenck possessed a lovable personality and 
he had a host of warm friends throughout the country, who 
will cherish his memory throughout the years. Always genial, 
his countenance constantly radiated with the sunshine that 


springs from a warm and generous soul, kindly impulses and 
friendly actions were a living part of his nature. Possessing 
a character of this nature his death is a distinct loss to his 
friends and business associates. 
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MAINE MARKET 


Buying Has Come to a Full Stop—The Future Puzzling—Can- 
ners Have Stopped Buying Acreage—Some Canners Afraid 
to Name a Price—Advocates Apple Sauce—The Inven- 
tories on Corn Canning Costs. 


Portland, Me., November 22, 1918. 


Weather—Continues warm for this month. More rain has 
fallen so far than normal, but it is preferable to get wet, warm 
vreather than cold and snow, as prevailed during the whole of 
November, 1917. 


General Business—Is going on in a fair volume. Canned 
foods buying has come to an abrupt period—a full stop—ex- 
cept in “pickups,’’ to keep stock in fair shape. When certain 
goods are offered at a revised (downward) price, buyers with 
light stocks take hold, but nearly all feel at “‘sea in a small 


* boat with broken oars” when they try to predict what the 
future condition of trade and prices may be. Let brighter, 
better writers than I theorize on this subject. It is too dense 
for my guess to be any better, or, perhaps, not so good as 
others. 


Corn Prospects for 1919—Many packers who have not 
opened their books for next year’s acreage, now that peace is 
here, feel thankful that they did not do so, thinking, perhaps, 
that others who announced (and signed up a lot) at a 5 cent 
per pound price were too hasty. Most packers now anticipate 
a lower price for all canned vegetables to govern next season’s 
pack. There are, however, many different opinions upon com- 
ing values. 
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Stringless Beans—The call comes daily: ‘‘Can you offer any 
stringless beans?’’ The reply is: ‘‘None to be found.” This 
also applies to job lots of Maine corn of either fancy or stand- 
ard grade. One small packer has 1,500 cases fancy corn and 
keeps asking brokers: ‘‘How much can you sell for?’”’ He was 
told to figure his cost correctly, add a fair profit, not to exceed 
30c per dozen, then name his price, and the sale could be com- 
pleted. He appears afraid to name a price. ; 

Blueberries—The trade do not all realize but what this 
Maine product is easily purchased, possibly after a thousand 
more advices that there are none they may be convinced. 

Olams—Are yet reported as very short supply. The fine, 
warm weather has allowed more packing, and a few lots are 
offered at: 5 oz., $1.40, f. 0. b.; 8 oz., $2.00. 


No. 10 Apples—Noting the Rose Cliff Farm, circular headed 
“Conservation,’’ I wonder whether the writer has been steal- 
ing their thunder or visa versa. Perhaps we can divide honors. 
For some years I have been advocating the use of apple sauce 
(pulped or grated apple) in preference to quartered apple. 
These gentlemen tell the song I have been singing, and in bet- 
ter tone. Probably their voices are more highly educated. 
What’s the use to buy, can and ship water when the can might 
be wholly filled with apple? Anyone can get water much 
cheaper at home. 


Quartered No. 10 apples are quoted at $4.00 to $4.50, 12 
cans in crates. Sliced apples, $4.25; unsweetened sauce, $5.75; 
sweetened sauce, $6.25 to $6.50, f. o. b. factory Maine points. 
Some think inferior apples are used to make sauce; this is not 
the case in Maine. No apple pie tastes better than one made 
from apple sauce or grated apple. Buy Sauce—get your water 
from the faucet—it is cheaper. 

The Maine Corn Game—lIs nearing its final inning. There 
may be some question upon the umpire’s decisions (which are 
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not, as in baseball, announced at each different play). The 
Department of Food Administration is supposed to be judge 
on prices, and are deferring their verdict, while their experts 
are auditing the packers’ books to ascertain packers’ proper 
costs to base their final selling price upom. One accountant, 
Mr. Schuyler, has been in the State. Now called off, perhaps, 
from “labor to refreshment.” It would rather seem that it 
would be a long time before the finish comes. A large por- 
tion of Maine’s pack has been invoiced and shipped away. 
December 1 will see it practically all out of packers’ hands. 
What criticisms are being made by buyers, who in many in- 
stances purchase from four or five different packers corn sup- 
posed to be of same grade, when their invoices come in at 
four different prices, viz., $1.80, $1.87%, $1.90 and $2.00, 
will probably be of a critical and sarcastic nature. It would 
seem that those whose invoices are less than their contract 
price would have the least cutting remarks made to them, 
as they did their own cutting first. 

Sardines—Only one week more left for sardine packers to 
operate; packing season closes by law December 1. It cer- 
tainly has been a peculiar year for this industry on Maine’s 
Coast; the supply of fish has been small and irregular. The 
past few weeks have shown more activity in Portland district, 
but when the whole pack is totaled up it will probably show 


40 per cent less than expected. Prices nominally remain the 
same, but some cut prices are talked. The present interest 
in this game is “talking over’ the case of Andrew Clark, one 
of Maine’s best-known packers, as noted in the following clip- 
ping: 

“Eastport, Me., November 18.—Andrew Clark, owner of 
the large independent sardine plant of L. D. Clark & Son, and 
reported wealthy, was held on two counts, charging receiving 
stolen goods, by the Municipal Court today. Bail was fixed 
at $2,500. j 
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“George Matthews, 19 years old, a sardine factory employe, 
testified that he took two barrels of cottonseed oil from the 
wharf of the Seacoast Packing Company in October and de- 
livered them at the Clark factory late at night. The next 


morning he said Mr. Clark gave him a check for $50 after he 
had looked at the barrels. An expert witness said that cotton- 
seed oil at the time of the theft was worth $85 a barrel. 


“Testifying on a second count, Matthews said that on No- 
vember 2 he took four barrels of peanut oil from the Atlantic 
Canning Company’s factory, others being with him at the time. 


For this lot, a barrel, witness said Clark paid him $100, which 
was divided among four. 


“The third count charged the sale of two barrels of stolen 
oil, the money for which was paid, it was testified, by an em-. 
ploye of the Clark factory, where it was delivered. It was 
not shown that Clark was connected with this sale, and he was 
not held on this count. 


“Matthews was held as a witness under bonds.” 


Peace news and Peace celebrations are now an old story. 
But Portland, Me., did herself proud in celebrating, and why 
not be proud? This little way East city has, to use a well-worn 
slogan, ‘‘gone over the top,” and then kept on going, to a large 
per cent average, upon every bond sale, both stamp sales and 
upon all calls for war aids, and they have been numerous, 
go.ng 50 per cent over her allotment on this last call for aid. 

If Wrangler could visit our Union Railroad Station and 
see the game go through—black bear and deer, with partridge 
“on the side’—or see automobiles passing through this city, 
with tonneau loaded and often deer or bear strapped to the 
running boards, I think he would take a week off and visit 
Ma.ne Woods. We know he loves to “go a-fishing,’’ and doubt- 
less also a disciple of both rod and gun. 
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SEATTLE MARKET 


An Interesting Experiment on Canned Salmon Under Water— 
Siberia Promises to Equal Alaska as a Salmon Pro- 
ducer—Clams Will Probably Be Packed by 
More Canners—Local Notes. 


Reported by Telegraph. 
Seattle, November 22, 1918. 


Salmon—Recently mention was made of the sinking in the 
Seattle harbor of the Northwestern Fisheries’ Company’s can- 


nery ship Fuller, which had aboard some 40,000 cases of 
Alaska salmon. There was much speculation as to whether or 


not the cargo could be successfully salvaged. In order to de- 
termine what effect the water would have on the canned fish, 


the company undertook some interesting experiments. It was 
found that the cannery ship was lying on the bottom at a depth 


of 246 feet. P. H. McCue, general superintendent of the 
Northwestern Fisheries’ Company, took a couple of cans of 


salmon similar to that which was aboard the vessel. He tied 
strings to the cans and lowered them in the bay to a depth 


of 150 feet. The cans were left in the water for an hour and 
then pulled to the surface. The cans were crushed in and 


looked as though they had been pounded with a hammer. The 
weight of the water was so great that the cans could not stand 
up against this force even at a depth of 150 feet. 

Experts fear that even if the cargo is raised the salmon 
would be worthless. In fact, some experts believe that at the 
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. greater depth the cans will have been crushed open by this 


time, at least many of them. The pressure of the water at 
a depth of 246 feet is more than 90 pounds to the square inch. 
In all probability the fish will not be salvaged. An effort may 
be made to save the ship, but the owners of the cargo do not 
believe it will prove of much value and would not be worth 
going after in itself. 

That Siberia will ultimately produce as much or more 
canned salmon than the canneries in Alaska is the opinion 
of G. G. Suddock, who recently was in Seattle after having 
spent some time operating a cannery in that far-away country. 
The company which he operated is located 1,400 miles north 
of Hokadate, Japan, and is owned by a Russian company. Mr. 
Suddock says that the coast of Siberia is very much the same 
as that of Alaska, and that the streams carry about the same 
quantities of salmon. He said that up to this season the can- 
nery operators were able to get all the help they needed, either 
Russians, Japanese, Chinese or Koreans, but that during the 
past season the supply of labor was very limited and the can- 
neries were operated with great difficulty. Mile for mile, Sud- 
dock believes, the Siberian Coast is just as good a salmon dis- 
trict as Alaska. He states that the canneries are all owned 
either by Russian or Japanese companies, operated by Amer- 
ican superintendents, and fully equipped with American ma- 
chinery. Considerable difficulty, he stated, had been experi- 
enced in getting the salmon shipped. Boat service has been 
very irregular and rates very high. He looks for very great 
development in the Siberian salmon fisheries after the war 
and conditions become normal and safe. 

There is a very strong probability of several Alaska con- 
cerns going into the clam-canning business as a side issue. 
One concern has been canning clams this season—in fact, is

The concern also puts up mild-cured salmon. 

All authorities agree that in some parts of Alaska there 
are immense clam supplies and that canneries can obtain all 
the raw product rieeded at comparatively small expense. 

It is stated that the bulk of Alaska’s salmon pack has been 
shipped to Seattle or San Francisco terminals. The steamship 
companies have been rushing shipments of salmon for two rea- 
sons: First, because the Government, which has purchased 
practically the entire pack, wanted its fish as soon as possible, 
and, in the second place, because the boat companies wanted 
te get the fish done early so that the vessels may be used 
during the winter months for other purposes. 

The funeral of T. J. Gorman, the prominent Seattle salmon 
factor, who died suddenly in New Orleans, was held here last 
week. Mr. Gorman’s death is keenly felt by the salmon trade. 
He was very infiuential not only among cannerymen, but among 
buyers and handlers of salmon. Mr. Gorman’s death is not 
expected to make any change in the business of Gorman & Co. 
Although T. J. Gorman was the administrative head of the 


business, his brothers have long been actively identified with © 


the company and familiar with all details. ; 
Canned Milk—While the demand for canned milk right 
now is heavy and while there is no accumulation of stocks and 
while prices are at the very high-water level, the prospects 
are not as bright as some canned milk producers would like. 
Some of the producers fear that the ending of the war will 
r°sult in big curtailment in shipments to Europe. There have 
been no cancellations yet, and may not be, but the market is 
more or less uncertain. “SALMON.” 


FREIGHT RATES & SHIPPING NEWS 
By Traffic Bureau 
THE CANNED GOODS EXCHANGE OF BALTIMORE 
G. Stewart Henderson, Acting Traffic Manager 


The continued payment of interest on overcharge claims by car- 
riers under Federal control has been authorized by Director C. A.° 


Prouty, in P. S. & A—Circular No. 41—which in part reads as 
follows: 


“All valid claims for overcharge presented for payment by ship- 
pers or consignees to lines under Federal control on or after No- 
vember Ist, 1918, if not paid within thirty days from date of filing, 
shall bear interest at a rate of 6 per cent per annum to the date of 
payment, provided that interest shall not be computed for fractions 
of a month; that is, claims paid within fifteen days after the end 
of the thirty-day free time shall not be interest bearing; those paid 
between sixteen and thirty days after the end of such free time Mall 
bear interest for one month. Interest shall not be paid on any over- 


collection of war taxes which is refunded in connection with the 
overcharge. 


General Order No. 25 requires shippers and consignees to 
promptly pay transportation charges. In the event that an over- 
payment is made by a shipper or consignee, due to an error in 
weight, rate, extension or classification, it is the duty of the carrier 
to promptly adjust the error; therefore, accounting officers of lines 
under Federal control shall immediately inaugurate appropriate 
methods of accounting such as will result in the payment to claim- 
ants of over-charge claims within the prescribed free time of thirty 
days after filing or with a minimum of delay beyond that period.” 

In the weekly report of traffic conditions made publie by Di- 
rector General McAdoo, November 13th, mention is made that the 
emba on Brunswick and Hagerstown transfers have been can- 
called, thus making every transfer station in the Allegheny Region 
open for the handling of freight for the first time in two years.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS | 


The Convention of the Indiana Canners’ Association, which 
was to have met at Indianapolis, Ind., on November 21, has 
been postponed, owing to a recurrence of the influenza there, 


until Thursday, December 5, at the same hotel and in the © 


same city. 

It is said the gathering was not prohibited, but that those 
in attendance would have been obliged to wear masks. Just 
picture some of, our w. k. Convention orators talking through 
their masks! 


The Wisconsin Pea Canners’ Association is scheduled to 
meet on November 25, 26 and 27, at Milwaukee, and the Pres- 
ident of that association, R. F. Clark, promised the Western 
meeting that it would “‘sure enough” come off on those dates— 
and be “some” meeting. We are almost afraid to let this an- 
nouncement go to press for fear old Influenza may treke North 
and stop that meeting. 


If the humane authorities of Chicago had known what Col. 
J. A. Lee had up his sleeve for that Western meeting at Chi- 
cago, the last of last week, they would possibly have had mercy 
upon the delegates, and compelled them to wear gas masks. 
Here it is Thursday noon, and the mailman brings us a package 
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—302 typewritten pages of the report of the meeting of the 
Western Canners’ Association, held on Friday, November 15, 
and Saturday, the 16th. Put into the smallest legible type 
this means 2714 feet of proofs, the width of this column, and 
type half the size of this. Chicago has lived well up to its 
reputation. Need we explain why you are not getting a report 
of that meeting in this issue? 


Canners have had their troubles in trying to operate under 
the regulations and restrictions of the wartime conditions, but 
they are not the only ones who have had, or are having, trou- 
bles. When we thought of trying to rush a portion of this 
voluminous Convention report into type for this issue there 
arose before us the silent, but accusing, figure of a solemn 
pledge we signed with the Pulp and Paper Section of the War 
Industries Board, promising to save paper in every way pos- 
sible. Non-perishable foods were forbiden to be canned be- 
cause they could be gotten in other forms, and these addresses 
and talks could have been gotten as originally uttered had the 
interested ones been present—as were so many. Are the cases 
similar and to be treated similarily We hope not, for we 
want to give most of this report next week. 


Much speculation is rife upon the question as to whether 
or not the Food Administration passes out of existence with 
the coming of peace. It does, absolutely, unless Congress 
enacts a new law; but until Peace is formally declared it con- 
tinues to function, as the following notice shows: 

“The United States Food Administration today (November 
19) made public this announcement: 

“A misunderstanding has arisen among licensees with re- 
gard to the effect of the armistice upon the regulations of the 
Food Administration. 

“The regulations are not annulled by the armistice. Modi- 
fications may be made by the Food Administration from time 
to time, but the specific regulations limiting margins of profit 
and preventing hoarding have not been removed, and there is 
no present intention of dropping these restrictions, which will 
be rigidly enforce 


The official notification of the postponement of the Indian- 
apolis meeting reads: 

“Greenwood, Ind., November 19, 1918. 
“Gentlemen: 

“Owing to the renewal of the ban against public gather- 
ings, on account of influenza in Indianapolis, which requires 
wearing of masks, we have decided to postpone the meeting 
of the Association scheduled for Thursday, the 21st., until 
Thursday, December 5. 

“The ban does not prohibit public gatherings, but does re- 
quire wearing of masks, which, we believe, would cause our 
attendance to be very small. : 

“Unless conditions change in the meantime, the meeting 
will be held on Thursday, December 5, at the Claypool, Indian- 
apolis. We regret the necessity of this action, but believe it is 
the only thing to do. Yours truly,

Good news is in store for those canners who have sold the 
Government lots of goods, and on which the Government made 
but a tentative price. For months the canners have tried 
induce the Food Administration to grant a higher price oft 
tomatoes, for instance, than the $1.60 allowed on No. 3 stand- 
ards. This request has finally be yielded to, and an advancé 
of about 25c per dozen has been tacked onto the former _— 
bringing the Government tentative price on No. 3 standard 
tomatoes more nearly to a parity with the cost of the goods. 
The anouncement of this decision will be found in our Weekly 
Review, and it will be welcome news to all tomato canners.

Washington, November 4, 1918. 


The War Trade Board announce that applications will now 
be considered for licenses to export evaporated and other un- 
sweetened canned milk to Cuba and the British and French 
West Indies when submitted in accordance with the following 
procedure, which is made necessary because of the limited 
quantity of such commodity available for export: 


1. Applications for licenses to export to the British and 
French West Indian colonies will be considered only when 
accompanied by import licenses issued by the Food Control 
Committee of’ the colony of destination. The Food Control 


committees of these colonies have been notified of the quantity 
of evaporated and other unsweetened canned milk which may 
be exported each month to these destinations, and will accord- 
ingly issue import licenses only up to these quantities. 


2. Applications for licenses to export canned milk to Cuba 
will be considered only when submitted by exporters who made 
shipments of this commodity to the Cuban market in the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1917. The War Trade Board already 
possess a full record of such shipments. . 


The above regulations do not apply to shipments directly 
consigned for the maintenance of the employees of sugar and 
mining companies. Applications for such shipments must be 
accompanied as heretofore by formal recommendation issued 
by the War Trade Board’s representative in Havana. 

Whenever practicable, exporters to Cuba will be informed, 
in advance of filing their applications, of the quantity for 
which they may receive export licenses. This will enable them

and care should be taken that the immediate requirements 
of customers are not exceeded. 


Applications for shipments to Cuba which are to be made 
in November may be submitted at once, but hereafter applica- 
tions should be filed with the War Trade Board on or before 
the 20th of the month preceding that in which shipment is 
desired to be made. 


If exporters file more than one application they should 
notify the War Trade Board, Bureau of Exports, reference 
323-X, whether, in the event that only a portion of the quan- 
tity for which application is made can be licensed, they desire 
that all of their applications have preference. Applications 
from each exporter will otherwise be acted upon in the order 
of their receipt.

SUGAR FROM CUBA. 


Washington, October 17, 1918. 
The War Trade Board announce that consuls in Cuba have 
been instructed to certify invoices for sugar without official notifi- 
cation of the import license number, irrespective of the provisions 
of W. T. B. R. No. 234, issued September 18, 1918, in which it 
was announced that American Consular Officers would certify no 
invoices for any ocean shipment made on or after October 1, 1918, 
to the United States, except upon receipt of official notification 
from the War Trade Board of the issuance of an import license 
and of the import license number. The earlier precedure as to. 
the shipment of sugar from Cuba is still in effect, any provisions 
of W. T. B. R. 234 to the contrary notwithstanding.

week the orders from Europe for salmon have poured in until 
they probably exceed the available supply. What will be the 
result if the Food Administration takes off the regulations 
can only be conjectured, but it is certain that prices will go 
to very high levels. Many have placed orders in the hopes 


that they can carry their purchases until they can get war 
prices. 


A question which remains unanswered at present is the 
Government’s intentions regarding sardines. Large purchases 
of these goods have been made for the armies abroad and in 
the canips here. Supplies for civilians have been low for 
some time now. With a reduction of the Army in progress 
it is believed the Government could readily release a consider- 
able proportion of its purchases for the distribution to the 
civilian trade. But the possibility that a large force will be 
required for some time to come lessens the hope of brokers to 
a great extent. The Germans cannot supply the food required 
if their assertions are true, and the allied armies will have to 
be maintained as they have been heretofore. It would ap- 
pear, therefore, that the possibility of any considerable release 
for a time is remote. Yet it is pointed out that Government 
orders are coming in other lines rather faster than expected, 
and they may come sooner here than is now deemed likely. 

The Pacific salmon pack as officially announced by the 
United States Fisheries’ Commission is placed at 8,592,375 


cases, valued at $69,154,015. The number of pounds is 
626,816,753. 


Since Canadian canners have announced the amount of 
salmon which they expect to deliver to the wholesale trade, 
wholesalers are telling their customers what they may expect 
in deliveries. On one grade of Cohoes they will be able to 


fill 40 per cent of their orders. On another brand the de- 


livery will be 12 per cent. Wholesalers can fill 60 per cent 
of their chum orders for No. 1s and halves. No reds or sock- 
eye will be available for delivery. This is better than some 


expected, however, and makes a favorable difference with 
their business. 


A good many orders are in the market for salmon, but as 
yet nothing has arrived from new pack to relieve the situation. 
Buyers are becoming more insistent and want to know when 
they can begin to obtain some of the stock for which they 
placed orders long ago. Thus far the quantity that has arrived 
has been too small to help the situation much. 

Brokers are confident of a change in rules governing the 
sale of salmon and possibly sardines, though it is salmon in 
which they are most interested. Whether the Government 
will tighten the regulations, in view of the great need in 
Europe, or whether because of the reduction in the Army, to 
begin soon, it will begin to release holdings is a question in 
which all aie interested and upon which opinion seems to be 
about evenly divided. Toward the close of September the 
Government released 20 per cent of the leading varieties, re- 
serving 80 per cent of both tall and flat red Alaska, 65 per 
cent of the ¢all and flat pinks, and 60 per cent of tall and 
flat chums. All Puget Sound and sockeye were held. The 
goods released went immediately to the market on contracts 
previously booked. During the early part of October another 
order rele-sed 35 per cent of pink pack, 40 per cent of chums 
and 100 per cent of the medium reds. This was ordered when 
it was discovered that the pack on Puget Sound and in Alaska 
was much larger than expected. No sockeyes have yet been 
re’e-sed. What course will be pursued now it is quite impos- 
sible to say, but brokers are confident that something will be 
done shortly. Pending that time they can only wait and hope 
that a considersble stock will be released to enable them to 
satisfy their civilian requirements. 

If the home canner hadn’t been so busy the past season 
the outlook for the early sale-of remaining supplies of sub- 


stantially everything now in hand would be largely improved, - 


But the home canner is an uncertain factor, but one that will 
count rether more emphatically than heretofore in the final 
cistr.bution of various sorts of canned foods:
